What seems to have been the work 
of a careless motorman

the East Liverpool street car line last 
evening, but fortunately there was no 
loss of life. though two care crashed 
together while running at full speed. 
The officials of the company have 
not as yet placed the responsibility 
for the accident, but judging from the 
accounts given by the passengers who 
were aboard one of the wrecked care, 
th^motorman, Thomas Crawford, took 
a dangerous risk which

Turning on the full force of the 
power Motorman Crawford started his 
car without losing any time and start­ 
ed towards Wellsville at full speed. 
The car had proceeded without inci­

cut the motorman was horrified 
on

The Navajo Indian, while be cannot 
be prevailed upon to eat a rabbit, is 
greedily fond of fat prairie dogs. I^irge 
communities of these small animals 
tbouud on the western plains, and the 
Navajo has resorted to many Ingenious 
methods for trapping bls coveted dain­ 
ty. One of them Is by the aid of a bit 
of mirror placed at the entrance to a 
burrow. 
When the aulmal ventures 
from bls bedroom, deep under ground. 
be sees a familiar Image mocking him 
at the front door, and be hurries out to 
confront tile Impudent Intruder, when 
be Is pinned to the ground with an ar­ 
row. 
But the most effective method la 
w hat the Indians call the rain bunt. As 
soon as the steady downpour of sum ­ 
mer ruins begin every Navajo who can 
walk repairs to the prairie dog village 
with hoes, sharp sticks or any digging 
Implement.

WILL VOTE AGAINST TREATY. 


•aeon to Admitted, but Wsn*t Ob­ 
struct Ratification— Ms and 
Cullom Spoke. 


Washington. Dec. 12.—Two speeches 
on the Hay-Paunrefote treaty were 
made In the executive session of the 
•enate, one by Senator Bacon, in op­ 
position to the treaty, and the other 
by Senator Cullom, the prospective 
chairman of the committee oft for* j 
eign relations, in support of IL 
In part, Mr. Bacon said the war 
restrictions of the treaty were en­ 
tirely inconsistent with the claims of I 
Senator Lodge (made Tuesday) that 
this country Should say who should 
use the canal and who should not in 
case of hostilities. He contended that 
the only power given to the United 
States which was not given to Orest 
Britain was found la the last sen-, 
fence of regulation 
4wo, 
providing 
that the United States shall be at lib­ 
erty to maintain such military police 
along the canal as may be necessary 
to protect it against lawlessness and 
disorder. 
This, he said, was not sufficient to 
make the canal an American Institu­ 
tion. and lf the Davis amendment had 
been necessary to render the original 
treaty acceptable It was equally nee- 1 
essary in this instance. 
He ronald- ; 
©red the pending treaty every whit as 
objectionable as 
the treaty of last 
session. 


Will Vote Against Treaty. 
Mr. Bacon announced that while he 
had no Intention 
of voting for the 
treaty he would 
do nothing to ob­ 
struct Its ratification. 
Senator Cullom 
congratulated the 
■enate and the country upon the fact 
that there are two things In connec­ 
tion with the new treaty, upon which. 
he said, practically all are agreed 
One of these was the desirability of 
the suppression of the Clayton-Bul 
wer treaty, and the other that of the 
necessity for the construction of an 
isthmian canal. 
He contended, In part, that the new 
treaty radically changes the cond! 
tions presented by the 
first 
Hay 
Pauncefote treaty, clearly relieving it 
of the necessity of such an am$nd 
ment as that made to the old treaty 
upon the suggestion of Senator Davis, 
because the treaty Itself would per 
mlt the United States, under inter 
national law, to own, manage and de­ 
fend the canal In any way that It may 
choose. 
Senator Cullom urged that there is 
no provision In the pending conven­ 
tion which would Interfere wlthour 
right as a nation to close up the wa­ 
terway to any belligerent power. 
He contended that the provision In 
regard to the policing of the canal 
applies only to Its control in times of 
peace and not In time of war. Then, 
the United States being the owner of 
the property, under the terms of the 
law it could control It with either the 
police or a military ppwer. as it might 
choose, for the protection of our gov­ 
ernment and Its property.
